Hanquet Followed by Orations Commemo- 
rate-the Adoption of the National Em- 
blem 117 Years Ago=Glories ot Revo- 
lutiouary Days Recited by the Speak 
ers=Pians for the First Regiment's 

Movements at South Park=Celebration 
of the Anniversary in School. 


The 117th birthday of Old Glory” was 
celebrated by the Illinois Sons of the Ameri- 
can Rev>lution last night at the Auditorium. 
The Old Glory of today and the first flag 
of the days of 76H he white banner of che 
‘Culpepper minute men, with its coiled and 
poised snake, and inscription’ Liberty or 
Death, 1775—Don't Tread On -Me’’-—were 
draped behind the chair of President Josiah 
L. Lombard. On the table before him lay a 
sword that had been used at Bunker Hill by 
Capt. Crandali; a piece of the flag that Paul 
Jones flew at the masthead of the Bon Homme 
Richard; and an epaulette worn by a mem- 
ber of the Marine and at Washington’s 
funeral. 

There were young men and old in the party. 
Among them were sons of Revolutionary sol 
diere—Festus B. Coles, Judge J. L. Shreve, 
and P. M. Biadgétt. The Illinois society was 
organized in January, 1890, with the late 
Gen. George Crook as President, who was 
succeeded for three terms by Judge Henry M. 
Shepard, and if now has a membership of over 
400. During the dinner an orchestra played 
the national air. President Lombafd, after 
dinner, said: 

Compatriots, we meet on the anniversary of.the 
Adoption, of our national flag to cement our 
friendship, to listen to words of wisdom from 
those selected to tell of the principles for which 
our fathers fought, tg imitate those fathers in 
pledging ta each other “our lives, our fort- 
unes, and our sacred honor in defense 
of those principles and of the  govern- 
ment they established, and to kindle 
apew the fires of patriotism in our hearts, 
You did not come here to listen to me nor did 1 
come totalk. However, before we enter upon 
the real pleasure of tiie evening 1 desire to in- 
form you of my first official action of this day. 
In behalf of your society it became my. pleasant 
duty, in company with Compatriot Fernando 
Jones. to place above the grave of Father Kéani- 

son of Lincoln Park the marker which has been 
Ae ed by* our national society to indicate the 
graves of Revolutionary veterans. Father Ken- 
nison, as you o doubt know, was the last sur- 
viver of thé Boston Tea Party. He died in Chi- 
cago at au advanced age. There is a movement 
to mark lifs burial place with a fitting manu- 
ment, and inf the meantime it seemed best to fix 
the location while men dre living who were at 
the burial and renrember the place. 

Those Who Sent Regrets. 

Letters of egret were read from Gen. Hor- 
ace Porter, President-General of the National 
Society, and Justiqe Harlan. Invitations were 
presented from thé American Flag Day Asso- 
¢iation to participate in the exercises at the 
parks Saturday afternoon. ‘Horace T. Cur- 
rier addressed the members on behalf of the 
movement in the societg to form a military 
organization. A great-grandson of a' Minute 
man was the introduction given George E. 
Plumbe, who told The Story of the Flags. 
5 said in part: 

une 14. 1777, Congress, assembled in the City 
Of Philadelphia, passed a resolution “that the 
Hag of the thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that the Union 
be. thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constellation. 
The flag. became at once the national en- 
sign of the United States by land and sea. 


Congress has passed no nO. 55 changes 
aux feature of the flag. it is Pewee: samb as 


it was when originally adopted 117 years ago, 
except as tothe number of stars. It then bore 
thirteen, today forty-four. The flag is something 
more than the emblem or sign of national sover- 
eighty and power. It is rather the symbol of all 
that national sovereignty and power represent to 
the individual, 

Fernando Jones reminded the society that 
it was a Chicago boy, Cbl. Ellsworth, who 
was the first to die in an attempt to tear dawn 
an opposition flag in this country, and another 

Yhicagoan. Gen. Mulligan. a Chicago-born 
boy, Who was among the first killed in the 
War of the Rebellion. 

Judge Henry M. Shepard. who, 
grandfather, three great grandfathers, and 
a great-great-grandfather in the RKevolution- 
ary army, is eminently fitted tospeak of ‘ The 
American Ideal, said the Chairman. Judge 
Shepard in commenemg his speech referred 

to the address made by Judge E. R. Hvar at 
the celebtation of the anniversary of the bat- 
tle of Concord by the Massachusetts Society, 
Sons of the Revolution, Judge Hoar had said 
that the title to, public consideration, of 
leadership of public affairs by reason of 
descent is not the American idea, that any cit- 
eg of the Commopwealth, od whatever 
parentage and wherever born, should feel her 
inspiration and be a guardian of her fame. 
„Occasional remarks in the publie press at- 
tributed to the society a supposed 
aristocratic clannish tendency,” con- 
tinued the speaker, “which if true 
would be’ contrary. to the American idea. 
It is a mistaken notion, if it exists, that the 
man of none but American ancestry needs 
no arousing to patriotic duty. Of ail the

the lazy-going, money-loving, fiult-finding 
native born critic who is too intent on selfish 
pursuits to be of any public service.“

Counsel have feferred to the public aspect of 
this case.

The start statement has been made by 
a committee from the District Medical Soci- 
ety that since 1881 there have been probably 
20,000 cases of typhoid-fever in this city. 
The society started out to disprove the asser- 
tion that Washington is peculiarly subject to 
epidemics of typhoid, but the investigations 
have led to the conclusion that all diseases in 
this city are decreasing except typhoid-fever. 
which shows a steady rate of increase. The 
hysicians ascribe the cause chiefly to the 
rge number of outhouses, which contami- 


nate the soil, and to the use of wells in the 


older parts of the city. One member of the 
society said there were 1,800 cases of typhoid- 
fever in Washington each year, and it was es- 
timated that with improved. sewerage and 
water supply 150 lives could be saved annu- 
ally. These facts are to be used as the basis 
ofa movement for secuting better sewers 
and water and the House District committee 
has been sufficiently struck by the startling 
facts uadduced to give its immediate atten- 
tion to the subject.

HARRIS AND ALDRIOH AGREE 70 IT 
BUT ARE THWARTED. 


Senator Dolph Had. the Floor When an 
Adjournment Was Taken and Will 
Conclude Today, After Which Senator 
Aldrich Will Speak=Woolen Manu- 
factures Schedule May Be Considered 
on Five Miadte Rule-Sugar Investiga- 
tion to Be Pushed. |

It was hoped by the leaders on both sides that 

a vote would be reached this evening on the 

‘subject of free wool, and a final agreement to 

thut effect was reached between Senators Har- 
ris and Aldrich, representing the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican sides of the 
chamber, but the Republican leader 
found it impossible to control his 
forces sufficiently to carry out the contract. 
The Democrats had been making vague offers 
in various directions. One proposition was 
to make wool free but not to raise the manu- 
factured product in proportion. Another 
scheme was to let the wool growers shift for 
themselves and give the manufacturers a good 
showing in the schedule. The question was 
debated at length in the open Senate, but 
much more effectively in the private confer- 
ences, 

Senator Harris was in a belligerent mood 
late in the afternoon, when it became evident 
that no vote could be had. Senator Dolph of 
Oregon had the floor at the hour of adjourn- 
ment, and will hold it as long as he pleases 
tomorrow. Senator Aldrich will follow, and 
then it is probable that the vote will be 
taken. After the raw material’ is disposed 
of, the manufactured products will 
probably be rushed through under the five 
minute rule, the schedule having finally 
beet arranged to suit the views of both the 
manufacturers and the Democratic leaders in 
ameasute. Like the cotton schedule, it will 
be far from an ideal tariff reform schedule 
on woolen goods, and the cheaper southern 
product will have their full measure of pro- 
tection.

FRAMING NICARAGUA CANAL PLAN, 


House Committee Has Reached a Basis 
Concerning Bond Issues. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—Such smooth 
sailing marked the first meeting today of the 
Subcommittee of the House Committee on 
Commerce, appointed to frame a Nicaragua 
Canal plan, that the measure probably will 
be prepared within a week. Several points 
were agreed on today. Although Represent- 
ative Bryan’s scheme for a currency issue to 
construct the canal found some favor, it was 
definitely abandoned, and Senator Morgan’s 
plan will furnish the foundation of the bill. 


It provides for the usual method of raising 


funds by means ofa bond issue, It was 
practically decided that the - govern- 
ment’s share of bonds shall be 
$70,000,000. The proportionate shares 
of the Governments of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, or the amount to be issued to the 
Maritime company, was not discussed. The 


members agreed to insert in the bill a proviso 


that the Canal company must at some early 
date (probably Jan. 1, 1895) satisfy the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury that all outstanding 
debts or contracts have been canceled and 
satisfied, that the affairs of the Maritime com- 
pahy’s auxilliary, the Contract company, have 
been settled and that company gone out of ex- 
istence. The goveriment will guarantee the 
funds with which to settle the affairs of the 
present company, but matters must be ar- 
ranged so that the government will find no 
com plications.

Swiss Commission for the Care of the Un- 
employed and Its Work. 
Wasuinetor, B. C., June 14.—Eugene Ger- 


main. United States Consul at Berne, has sent 


to the Department. of State an account of the 
workings of a commission for the unemployed. 
A: committee of seven, made up of representatives 
of the labor unions, employers, and the munici- 
pal government, undertake to provide employ- 
ment for subscribers out of work, or to maintain 
them when awaiting employment, Subscribers 


when working pays 8 cents a month 
dues. There is also an appropriation 
of $1,000 from the City Council 


and charitable subscriptions. Subscribers out of 
work for two weeks are entitled to benefits rang- 
ing from 20 to 30 cents a day, about equal in 
purchasing power to $1 here. Benefits are paid 
only to persons innocently out of employment. 
Comfortable headquarters were provided at 
which the unemployed report twice daily. The 
Consul gives other details of the system, which, 
he says, is satisfactory in its, result to the au- 
thorities and the citizens. One feature is that 
every member accepted: work promptly when 
provided by the association,

CAMERON AS THE SILVERITES’ MOSES. 


Announcement That the -Pennsylvanian 
Would Run for President. 

Wasnineron, D. C., June 14.— [Special. 
An announcement was publicly made today 
in what seems to be a semi-official manner 
that Senator Don Cameron of Pennsylvania 
wüs getting into training for the Presidency 
on a silver basis. The fact is called to mind 
that When the bill to repeal the silver pur- 
chase act was before the Senate last year the 
two Pennsylvania Senators were divided on 
the question, in spite of the fact 
that the solid men of the State 
were practically unanimous for repeal, 
Senator Quay voted for the repeal and 
Cameron against it. His unexpected advo- 
cacy of silver surprised his friends in the 
State, Nearly every newspaper in Pennsy!- 
vania, without regard to party, roundly 
attacked him for his stand and at meetings 
he was openly denounced. But neither reso: 
lutions nor newspaper attacks worried him. 
He made common ¢ause with the silver men. 
He spoke in favor of silver and this in itself 
was significant, as he seldom makes a speech. 
He told the silver men that he could be 
counted upon to vote or speak whenever he 
was meeded. He was active in defending 
‘silver, as was Teller or Stewart, and he was as 
cool and serene as a chunk of ice in December. 

It has been an open secret for some time 
past that the Senator was more than willing 
to pose as the Moses of the silver men, al- 
though Senater Teller would probably be the 
first choice of the Western contingent. The 
announcement today has about it an air of 
authority which makes it appear that the idle 
gossip of the last month was more or less 
based on fact, and that the Pennsylvanie 
Senator was setting his cap for the affections 
of the silverites when he defied the senti- 
ment of his State last year. It is a habit 
of Mr. Cameron’s to command the delegation 
from his own State whenever he. wants it, and 
with this as a starter he might become a 
rathér formidable candidate of the silver 
wing of the party. It is pointed out that if he 
were to become a candidate two years hence 
he eguld count on the support not only of his 
own State, but on the delegates from the 
Western silver States, a scattering vote from 
the middle West, and heavy backing in the 
South. i 

If the convention was held in a few months 
he would be weaker in his own State tha 
Pennsylvania is not yet ready 
to embrace the doctrine of free silver, but the 


convention is two years off, and a great deal. 


can be accomplished in two years. The South 
is another ‘unknown quantity, because, is 
every one knows, Republican delegates from 
Southern States ate an uncertain quantity, 
But here Mr. Cameron has a great ares 
over other Republican candidates. While he 
will run on a free silvér platform he believes 
in the efficacy of gold, and a barrelful of that 
precious metal has always been potent in 
Southern Republican politics.

„It Ohio miners continue to follow the lead 
of Adams and refuse to accept the compro- 
mise agreement I predict that before a month 
the Hocking Valley will be forced to go back 
to work at 40 cents a ton instead of 60 cents 
secured by the agreement.“ said President 
John McBride. * Ever since the struggle of 
1884 the mine workers’ officials have con- 
tinually had to exert all their diplomatic 
powers to hold the operators of the valley in 
line, and nothing better could happen them 
than a schism or disruptien ot 
the Mine Workers’ Union. In 1884 
we taught them a lesson by presenting to them 
a united front and we bankrupted many of 
them as well as the Hocking Valley railroad 
company. ‘The effect of that victory has been 
and will continue to be lasting if the miners 
will be guided by the judgment of their of- 
ficers and preserve intact their organization. 


But let our forces become divided or our or- 


ganization lose the respect of the Hocking 
Valley operators and they will jump 
at the charce of reducing wages to 
40 vents as they did in 1884 and 
effectually shut out all competition from 
the Pittsburg district. With the union out of 
the way Pittsburg operators will be crowded 
out of their own markets on account of the 
natural advantages possessed by the Hocking 
Valley operators when once they have that 
opportunity to employ cheap labor. 
Adams the New Leader. 

Much anxiety is felt by President McBride 
and others of the national officers here over 
the actions of the miners in following the lead 
of Adams and refusing to accept the 60 and 
69 cent scale. The policy hitherto pursued 
by the national officials of treat- 
ing Adams with contempt and ut- 
terly ignoring him has 
been changed, and the officials are now acting 
on the defensive. The fact that J. W. Mur- 
ray, who represented J. A. Crawford, the Illi- 
nois member of the National, Executive 
Board, at the recent conference, refused with 
Mr. Adams to sign the scale, when taken in 
connection with the fact that Adams addressed 
the foregoing dispatch to Murray, is regarded 
with suspicion by some of the national offi- 
cials here as indicating that there is a perfect 
understanding between Adams and Murray. 
These facts, together with tlie additional one 
that the miners of Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Indiana. IIlinois, and West Virginia are 
holding meetings and indorsing Adams, while 
at the same time calling for the resignation of 
the national officers who signed the com- 
promise agreement, is taken asproof that the 
miners fully intend to follow Adams wherever 
he may lead, even te installing him in the 
position that would be made vacant by Presi- 
dent McBride's resignation. s 

Mr. McBride claims that the action of the 
Seale committee, including himself, was 
simplyfin line with the judgment of the dis- 
trict residents, who had just come 
here fresh from the miners and should 
have been capable of truly representing 
the wishes of the miners themselves, 
Therefore if the miners are not satisfied with 
the action of the national officers in agreeing 
to the compromise they have nobody to 
blamie but themselves for not properly in- 
structing their district officers. 

There is no longer any room-to doubt that 
the miners contemplate compelling their na- 
tional officers to resign and they further in- 
tend to choose a new set to fill theirzplaces.

THE POPULIST PECKSNIFF GOVERNOR. 

Under this title the Oregonjan publishes a 
fac-simile copy of the celebrated . lumber 
trust compact, which was drawn up by Gov. 
Pennoyer in his own handwriting and went 
into effect at the beginning of the year 1878. 
The document states the prices below which 
the parties to the compact had agreed not to 
sell the different descriptions of lumber in 
the cities of Portland and East Portland, and 
contains the important proviso that the 
above rates are for gold coin, ‘except 25 per 
vent of the same, which may be in silver.“ 
The compact had two objects: 1. To 
create a monoply price for lumber, by bind- 

ing all manufacturers not to sell below cer- 

tain figures; and 2. To exact in gold three. 
fourths of the price of every bill of lumber 
sold in the cities named. 

So this apostle of cheap free silver coinage 
on an impracticable ratio and of fiat currency 
is on record as demanding payment in gold, 
Evidently he affects to think that cheap 
money is good enough for the people, but 
does not want it himself. He must have pay- 
ment in the very best kind of money, though 
those indebted to him might have to buy ata 
big premium the kind of money which alone 
would satisfy his requirements. Except for 

the unlawful trust feature of the plan the 
gentleman had a perfect right to state the 
terms on which he would sell bis lumber.

A BLOW AT AMERICAN TRADE. 

The determination of the Democrats to can- 
cel the reciprocity agreements made with the 
Spanish-American countries is beginning to 
bear fruit. By the agreement made with 
Spain for Cuba and Puerto Rico, the follow- 
ing articles, many of which had had to pay 
heavy and almost prohibitory duties, were 
placed on the free list: 
 Building-stone, ice, coal, 


resin, crude petro- 


scrap, cast, and wrought, building forms and 
rails, wire, nails, screws, and ordinary manu- 


books, woods of all kinds, barrels and boxes, ag. 
ricultural implements and trade tools, machinery, 
railroad equipment, preserved meats, lard and 
butter, cheese, fish, cats, barley, rye, buckwheat, 
starch and corn products, fruits, vegetables and 
garden produce, hay, straw, and bran, trees and 
tanbark. 

As a consequence of this free listing and of 
the reduced duties on other articles the vol- 
ume of the American exports to these two isl- 
ands has increased greatly. In 1889 Cuba 
took twelve and a half million dollars’. worth 
of Ameriean products. During the last fiscal 
year she took over éiwenty-.four million dollars’ 

worth, Spain made this agreement reluc- 

tantly, for while it was for the benefit of her 
American subjects it lowered the Cuban rev- 
enues, aud it has been the constant policy of 
Spain to squeeze every doliar she could out of 
the West India Islands. 

The Spanish authorities, seeing the United 
States Government on the point of cauceli 
the reciprocity agreement, have laid befdre 
the Cortes a bill to impose a temporary di 
of 24 per cent on alll the articles nowon the 
reciprocity free list. This will beagreed to 
asa matter of course and the moment the 
President affixes his signature to the tariff 


begin. Subsequently further legislation will 
be had which will increase the duties still 
more and put those on other articles back 
where they were before 1891. 

The result will be that the volume of 
American export trade to Cuba will. decrease 
rapidly. The valuable markets acquired 
through Mr. Blaine's sagacious statesmanship 
will be nearly closed. Nor can Spain be 
blamed. The reciprocity agreement was not 
suggested by her, The United States pro-

A sELECT committee of five is being chosen 
by ballot. from the House Committee on 
Banking and it is the intention that it shall 
sit continuously with’a view of reporting to 
the House by the 27th of this month. It is 
understood the measure to be proposed will 
be in the direction of national currency and 
national banking away from State banking 
and based on gold and silver instead of bonds.’

He thinks the mere fact 
that euch a measure can be reported and put 
on the calendar will ha ve a salutary effect in 
business and banking circles and the measure 
will be in some shape to be taken up at the 
next session of Congress.

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Tun United States Department of Agricult- 
ure has published a paper déscribing improved 
methods of distinguishmg between pure and 
fictitious lard. The point is made that stearin 
constitutes one .of the principal fats of the 
It is 
the first to crystallize when held in solution 
with other fats. its branched groupings are eas- 
ily resolvable under the microscope, and al- 
ways appear very bright by polarized light. 
Hence the value of the test obtained by heat- 
ing a small quantity cf any suspected lard in 
a suitable vessel over the flame of a Bunsen 
burner and then allowing it to cool. If 
the sample hardens quickly in a tem- 
perature of about 75 Fahrenheit it 
will be found to rontain’ a large quan- 
tity of stearin. On the other hand, a 
sample consisting principally of either pure 
lard or aleo, or of a mixture of these two, 
will consolidate very slowly as compared with 
a sample to which a large proportion of com- 
mercial stearin has been added® The first 
fumes which arise in the heating process will 
indicate somewhat the composition of the fat. 


It it contain a large proportion of leaf or 


other lard the lard odor will be- recognized 
easily. If it contain only a trace of lard the 
lard odor will be evanescent. If very acrid 
fumes arise during the heating process, pro- 
ducing a tendency to cough on the part of the 
observer, the presence of cotton seed oil is 
indicated, The two commercial fats which 
enter largely into compound lard as now 
manufactured are commercial stearin and 
oleo, to which cotton seéd oil is added to re- 
duce it to the desired consistency.

OAKES UNDER FIRE IN MILWAUKEE. 
Begins | 


His Testimony in the Famous 
Northern Pacific Hearing. . 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., June 14.—[Special.]— 
Thomas F. Oakes was put on the stand in the 
Northern Pacific investigation today to tell 
what he knew of the Chicago Terminal, the 
Rocky Fork and Cook City, and the North- 
ern Pacific and Manituba railroad deals. The 
Brayton Ives faction had charged some of the 
directors of the Northern Pacific with making 
enormous profits with the knowledge of Mr. 
Oakes, who at the time was at the head of the 
Northern Pacific. Receiver Oakes was a 
trifle nervous at first. According to his ver- 
sion of these transactions ho latge profits 
were made to his knowledge and they all re- 
sulted in a benefit to the Northern Pacific 
system, 

He began by giving a short history of his 
railroad career trom 1863, when he was a 
clerk for a construction company, to his eleva- n 
tion as N. of the Northern Pacific in 

1888. He had attended to the construction 
and operation of that road, When elected 
President the office of Chairman of the board 
was created, and the iate Mr. Harris was 
elected to the position. The board attended 
to all financial matters. It was in 
1888, Mr. Oakes said, by common con- 
sent the directors decided to get 
the opinion some disinterested railroad 
Am on the question of coming into Chicago. 

. Wheeler was nominated by Brayton 

15 with the concurrence of Mr. Harris. Mr. 

ecler was the General Superintendent of 
orthwestern and had much experience 
railroads centering at Chicago. Besides 
Wht up the question of terminals Mr. 
r was to consider which of the nu- 
— railroads leading into Chicago would 
be most desirable as a connection for the 
Northern Pacific between .St. Paul and 
Chicago. Mr. Wheeler's report was 
accepted and it was decided bey Bpqnimous 
vote to go into Chicago. 

Then followed the traffic honteact with the 
Wisconsin Central and Mr. Colby's coming 
into the directory of the Northern Pacific. 
At the time of executing the contract Mr. 
Oakes said emphatically he had no interest in 
any way either in the Wisconsin Central or 
in any of the Chicago properties. He had an 
interest in the Great Western previous to the 
time when it was decided to go to Chicago, 
and that wus the $20,000 interest on which 
he had never paid a cent and afterwards sur- 
rendered, as. had been stated by Mr. Abbott 
in his testimony, He not anly had no inter- 
est, but he made no profit in any way out of 
the deal. I didn’t believe in the terminal 
property scheme, anyway,” continued Mr. 
Oakes. Ives said the stack was no good, 
and I acted on his advice. 

It had been the unsatisfactory state of af- 
fairs that had inspired him to write the fa- 
mous letter to Hénry Villard, about which 
there has been so much talk. He was eeek- 
ing come plan by which they could control 
the Central, Mr, Villard’s idea was to 
lease the Central and furnish means to com- 
plete the terminal. Mr. Oakes thought by 
getting tenants they could earn enough 
with the terminal property to pay. the 
fixed charges on the additional cost, Be. 
fore the lease had been made he talked 
with D. S. Wegg and arranged to 
reserve $441.000 out of the purchase price 
of the terminal property to complete the 
depot. At that time the Wisconsin Central 
was paying $175,000 a year for its terminal 
facilities and the Chicago and Great Western.

$150,000, The Baltimore and Ohio was 
willing to pay. $200,000 and he thought the 
Northern Pacifi¢ could afford to pay $175,- 


000, which would make the total $700,000 a 
year, and he felt sure that the income would 
pay the tixed charges. 

He had never heard of any big profits in 
the deal, and he considered the price paid for 
the property only fair. Incidentally and out 
of curiosity he had asked Mr, Wegg about the 
profits and Mr. Wegg had assured him that 
there had not been more than 5 per cent in it 


for the ple interested, and Mr. Wegg had 
repeated the assertion within the last sixty 
days. Messrs. Colby, Abbott and Hoyt had

Closing his testimony concerning the termi- 
nal deal Mr. Oakes disclaimed any other mo- 
tive for his actions than the welfare of the 


road. 

I thay have been lacking in foresight,“ he 
said, and perhaps in the light of what I now 
know I should have done same things differ- 
ently, but I acted as I thought for the best in- 
terest of the company.“ 2 gy to the Rocky 
Fork and Cooke City dea akes told how 
the matter had been first rebel to him by 
Mr. Hooper of Boulder. How Mr. Platt, 
Brayton Ives’ friend, had @een interested in 
the scheme, and how finally a syndicate had 
been formed to build the railroad and develop 


the coal fields. The Northern Pacific 
had contracted to buy 50.000 tons 
of coal a year at $2.50 a ton. 


His reason for wanting the road was to get a 
handy supply of coal for the railroad. He 
afterwards thought it for the best interests of 
the Northern Pacific to purchase the road, 
and it was done. Mr. Oakes said $800 (000 
was paid for the Rock Fork and Cooke City 
railroad and its coal fields. 

In regard to the Northern Pacific Manitoba 
railway Mr. Oakes said the Northern Pacific 
directors conceived the idea of getting into 
Manitoba in 1882. Mr. Villa purchased 
the franchise of the Manitoba and North- 


western Colonization road; this car- 
ried with it a land grant, aud fifty- 
miles of the road was built.
